Colin, of <’<mrs«‘, was the favorite. He oia-mal :it 
2 to 5, went U|i to 1 to 2 and was liai-kial to 1 to

Chapultep'ee liroke in front and held the lead the 
first tiiriK* furlongs or therealaaits. Colin was run- 
ning seeond and was s<a-mingly jioeketed so senirely 
that the spc'ctators were in great suspens<>. When 
lliey eame Into the streteli, however. Miller shot 
(he great eolt past Cliapiiltepef and steadily and 
rapidly drew away from him, completing the six 
■ furlongs in 1:114, the record for the race over the 
present iKiirse. 

Bar None, cotniiig fast from a Isid send-off, rev 
sponded to Hie wliip and gamely tisik second place 
fioni ChapiilteiK'C, wliich hung on witii much deter- 
mination, Ihougli tile pace he had set in tlie early 
stages was telling on him. Fair Flay finished a 
fast coming fourth after having la-eii sliullled Kick 
at tlie iKMid.

Bar None trottiAl liack to tlie scales sore and 
tremiding. John W. Rogers liMiked his charge over 
critically and expressed his indignation at the way 
jiM-key .Martin liad punislicd the c(dt.

Jolin M. F. did isit Isdt today. • His performance 
in the Inaugural Steeplecha.se was a hrilliant one. 
Mr. il’Bricn reserved him for tlie first mile and 
then sent liini on to win in a canter. 

He .Mund scored a decisive victory in the Fali 
Handicap. Court Hress, lieaviiy liacked. set a 
fast pace for tlie first five furlongs, liut could isit 
sustain it and iiiiislied iiiipiacial. 

(In tlie wa.v to tlie |M»st for tlie first race, l.ittle- 
ton Maiil tlirew jiK-kcy (iarner, luit lie was not 
hurt and tlie filly was ipiickly caiiglit. Hick Finnell 
fell sliortly after the start and ran away two miles 
after the others had tinished and was lame wlien 
caught. JiK-key K. Hugaii was carried into the 
infield ipiite limp, hut recovered quickly and nale in 
suliseqiicnt races. 

Tliere was no discrimination against the persons 
who liad participated in tlie racing at Knipire City 
track. KvcrylMKly enjoyed fair play. Horsemen 
have licen given stalls for tludr horses and many 
of the hookmakers is’ciipied stiads in the ring.

LOSS OF TRANSPORTATION SERVICE 
CAUSES MEETING TO END. 



Sally Preston Wins the Fort Erie Selling 
Stakes. Is Bid Up by Mose Goldblatt 
and Complications Ensue. , 



Buffalo, N. Y.. -August 111. — A surprise was in 
store for both horsemen and public when they 
gathered at the Fort Erie track tialay by the oflBclal 
announcement tliat on Miaiday the meeting would 
terminate. The explanation was made vthat after 
more than ordinary preparations had tieeii made to 
eontiniie througli Hid Home Week, a halt bad to 
Ik- called iK-eause the Grand Trunk road, on ac- 
count of unusual trattic caused by excursions to 
Buffalo, and also to Toronto, where a fair will he 
in progri-ss. wtaild he unaldc to continue the trans- 
(Kirtation service. 

TiMlay's card was of gimd average quality with 
tlie Fort Erie .Selling .Stakes at seven furlongs and 
a st(-(-plpcha.se over the short course as the features. 
The Stake develo|>ed several sensational features in 
whicli Sally Preston, Fantastic and her owner, Mose 
Giddhiatt. were the star p«-rforniers. Fantastic 
was a proliihltive (slda-oii favorite and was decisively 
beaten tiy Sally Preston. Rankled by her defeat 
and taunts from his fellow owners, Goldblatt ad- 
viiiiceil the selling pric-e of Sally Preston from 
to a record Nv>st for the me)-t!ng. but failed 

to g«-t her. Not suflBciently content with liaving 
taken all' but $15 of the jiiirs.* money away from 
Sally Preston’s owners, Goldblatt then lodged a 
protest against the payment of tin* purse on the 
ground that Sally Fn-ston's pres(‘nt owner had not 
r(ceiv<-d a due transfer from the original n(Hnin- 
ator entitling her to eligibility in the stake. There 
seems to Ik- a general mix-up atMiut the mare. 
Hriginally .Sally Fn-sion was nominated in the state 
hy a Mr. Rogers, who lM>rrow(‘d a sum said to be 
$4(H) from Mr. Seeman, In wliose name the filly 
ran t<Mlay and tendered him a conditional bill of 
sale. Mr. Rog<-rs protested some days ago to Judge 
Fri<-e, wlho advi.sed him to settle the matter in the 
law courts, us he did not desire to pass upon the 
ipn-stion of the ownership of the filly. James 
RolM-rtson, the trainer, since declares an amicable 
adjustment has Ix-en reached lietween the disputants 
and that Sally Preston was entirely eligible to com- 
pete in the stake balay. Judge Price will inquire 
Into the matter fully. In Hie ev(*nt that he deems 
it just to disipialify Sally Preston, Goldblatt will 
lose- tin- $.">.50 as ids share of the rnn-up money, as 
under the rules Hhiyesa wiaild he placed second. 

Aside from the»4>rotest and run-up the rai-e was 
noteworthy for tin* marked Improvement displayed 
hy Sally Fr<-ston over her previous effort, when she 
was a strongly sup|Mirt(-d choIc(» and faih-d to finisli 
among the placed horse.s. Tislay she spreadeagled 
her opiHinents in track re(-ord time.

Six Men Caught Red Handed in Raids at 
Yonkers to Be Prosecuted. 

New York, .\ugnst .‘!1. — The Empire City Club 
management has issued inst rind ions that no ex- 
l»vnse i<e spared in a relentless prosecution of six 
men eanght r<Ml hainhal 'rimrsday last ,llsseniinal- 
ing raeing inforniat ion from Yonk<-rs to tlie New 
York Pity p(«ilr(Miins and handhooks. Tlp‘ eharg(> 
placed against .lames Stovens and live <dhi-rs 
is a violation of article 7 of seelion t;:Kt of tlie 
Pemil r«Mle. Tills is a felony and is pimislialde 
by a term of iiiiprisoiimeiit not exceeding two 
years. 

Captain McManus, in «-liargo of tlie idaiii cUdlics 
detectives at Eiiiidre City track after several days 
diligent work succeeded in estaldisliing llie fart 
that tlie iiriees, jockeys and results were taken 
by a powerful t<*l»*seo|M» Itwaled in iin‘ home of 
.laities Stevens from a card displayed li.v a man 
in tlie track Inclosiire a ipiarfi-r of a mile away 
and then transmitted li.v 1ele)dn,iie to an hadioiise 
alioiit one mile di.staiil and tlieliee iiy long dislaiiep 
’phone to a point in tliis city for general dis- 
triliiit ion. 

Raids were made on tlie Stevens liome and tlio 
icelioiis*> simnllams.iisiy. Two men were eanglit 

wilii llieir phones in tlie leelionse. .\t tlie Stevens 
lioiiie. Stevens was on guard, lie was overpowered, 
deprived of Ids revolver and lialidi-iifTed. Tlie otti- 
ehils eliopped llieir way into a room on the tlilrd 
tiisir of tlie lioiise ami found lliree men. 

■\t tile window of tlie room was tlie nianimoth 
telescoiie that lias several limes lieeii nmniited on 
a lofty idairorm around tlie older nielroisdilan 
tracks, and its view olistriiefed iiy tlie I'inkertons 
with iniiidreds of yards of canvas. Tlmrc was a 
teleplione and a telegrapli iiisiriiiiient. and many 
sheets, having written tliereoii entries, prices and 
resiills. 

Before taking tlie telescope from tlie riHim the 
officers tiMik a lieep at tlie scene liefore them. 
It was nearly time for tlie tliird race, and tiiey 
saw tlie list" of entries and prices more clearly 
Ilian if lliey iiad Ikhmi standing on tlie clnblioiise 
vera nda. 

I.eaiiing against tlie eliildioiisi' on the front ver- 
anda was a man wliose iiiiistaelie and Iiair. once 
dark, are liiierally sprinkled witii gray. Il<“ lield 
;i program aliout as liigli as liis liead and 011 tliis 
eoiild I«“ plainly s(>en tlie seratclics. the jockeys 
and till* prie,*s. siriiiglit, plai-e and tliird on timsi* 
to go in till* third race. 

Wlieii tile tliird race liad lieen run tliis same man 
marked tlie result op tlicj tinsgraiii. lie liad seeiii- 
iligly Is-eii lioldiiig the jirlees for tlie view of patrons 
of one of tlie cliililioiise lHH,kiii:ikers. For several 
ilays in* lias stisid in lliis one position, and players 
ill tlic eliildioiise liad greatly appreeiated tlie prices 
lieiiig displayed hy liim so iinickly and so eonspieii- 
oiislv.
